CAMBRIDGKF,England,March 13.—Pro
lessor William Robertson Smith, libra-
rian of the Upiversity of Cambridge and
Professor of Arabic, whose illness was
recenily announced, is dead.

The Darlington Inquest.
Besides ibe Jegmlar eorouer’s jury
and ipguess ot Darlipgten, the Goyemnor
ordered Generul Righbourg. command-
ing, to organize a court of inguiry and
participate in the investigation and
make report thereol.

MecLaurin on the Dispensary.

At the recent meeting in Spartanburg
Congresman McLanrin gave his views
| on the dispensary system, in which be
said:

“There is one question—for which the
Reform movement is not respomnsible,
but which has been forced npon us—and
in dealing with it, while our representa-
tives in the Legislature may have nn-
dertaken to do too much, or may not
have met public expectation fully; still
I must contend that they did the best
they could, or at least thought so, in
giviog us what we call the dispensary
law. We have the right to correet our
own mistakes snd to perfect and im-
prove the law, and I do not hesitate to
tell you that I believe it is capable ef
perfection aud improvement. Bar-
rooms, which are the worst feature of
the liguor question, have been done a-
way with, and God forbid that their at-
tractions shall ever again be allowed to
entice and lure the y- uth of SBouth Car-
olina to the road that leads to destrue-
tion.

“] am not familiar with its practical
operation, but I am inelined to believe
that we have made a mistakein inaugu-
rating such an extensive and costly es,
tablishment in Columbia, and hope that
it can be simplified and improved upon.
I do not think that the right of loecal
self-government, or local option, should
be interfered with. Local self-govern-
ment is Democracy.
